the housing problem is a confession of the failure of the absurd 
legislation enacted at the regular session. To assume that the 
legislators actually thot these laws would accompanl,ish their al- 
leged object is to assume them to be economic illiterates. But 
there is little hope that anything better will be accomplished at 
the extra session. 
. 
There will probably be more efforts to cure the housing 


shortage without removing obstruction^ to the production of 
houses. There will be efforts to reduce rents without interfer- 
ence with the cause that is sending rents upward. In effect the 
legislature will probably decree that more houses must be built 
but speculators may continue to withhold sites from use until 
they obtain exorbitant prices^therefor, present taxes on build- 
ings must continue and other existing legislative blunders re- 
main-as they are. It may authorize someone to order an arbitrary 
reduction of rents, but leave a practically stationary supply ot 
houses with a steadily increasing population. To be sure some 
suggestions are offered that show, at least a glimmer of true 
causes, such as exemption of new buildings from, taxation for a 
term of years and* exemption of mortgage's on buildings. These 
suggestions recognize the effect of taxation in discouraging 
building 'But to exempt new buildings while leaving old ones 
remain taxed as they are is to give some building owners a spe- 
cial privilege. 
« 
The exemption of mortgages would be more equitable but 


•would be a mere trifle compared with what the situation de- 
mands. And unless these exemptions are to be accompanied-— 
as they probably will not be—-by a very substantial increase in 
taxation of land values, their ultimate effect will be to increase 
land prices and this increase must swallow all the gain that 
builders will get from the exemptions. 
'The remedy demanded by the situation is abolition of land 


monopoly and abolition of all taxes on buildings and other labor 
products. If the entire expense of government were put on land 
values the holders of unused or partially used sites would find it 
unprofitable to withhold them from full use, and if all taxes on 
labor products were abolished.it would become profitable for 
builders'to-put up new houses at reasonable prices. ; 


But that is the kind of legislation which th^Legislature will 


certainly avoid. Consequently no relief is in sight for New- 
Yorkers until they elect a better Legislature. 
Unless that is 
done rents will remain high until land monopoly brings its usual 
industrial depression and panic.

His vote 
will count only for those candidates 
before whose names he has placed an | 
X on those tickets and for all the oth-' 
er candidates on the ticket In which 
hia X has hoen placed under tho em- 
blem. In voting a mixed ballot, how- 
ever ,the voter need not mark under 
the emblem at all. Ho can simply put 
an X before the name of each candi-
